Further information received 
bout the great development which 
the Consolidation Coal Co. is engag- 
ed upon In the Elkhorn coking coal 
region at and around Jenkins, Ky., 
— which Is a new town that the 
coal loiuiiatiy is IniililillK in riinie.. - 
lion with its \> vy extensive opera- 
tions llierc show that r.ipid prog- 
ress has been and Is being made to- 
ward the attainment ot Its plan*. 
Tliere will be about 2000 houses In 
the town, and the Nicola Building 
Co. of Pittsburg, which has charge 
ot the building operations, h'as 
erected more than a hundred of 
them. A clubhouse for the of- 
ficers and engineers of the eoal 
company is praetlially llnlalied. 
It is a two-story building of atiru.'- 
livc lippearanre. Koandations haw 
been cora.ileted for a central store 
the business of which hi now being 
couducied in lempary quarters, tor 
a bank and pt^at-offlce building aud 
for an office building of the Con- 
solidation Company. The building 
i:ompany does everything in connec- 
lAon with the conatruclion of dwell- 
ings und 01 her slrintiires in the 
new town. it 1 iirs lie- timber in 
the ndjaceiit forests, saws and 
planes II Into lumber, and is thus 
able to get most ot its materials on 
the ground,. It being only neceaiary 
to purchase the mlllwork — such aa 
windowa and doors — and also roof- 
ing nails nnd paint. There Is, also 
a brii kyard at Jenkins, and It 
eiiuipped with a steam drier so 
that bricks can be manufactured In 
the winter. The yard is run by 
olectrlclly from Uie lighting plant. 
-A limekiln is another feature of 
the place; it is already la opera- 
tion. There are three sawmills on 
Elkhorn Creek und a large baud 
mill on Wright's Fork. All of 
them have planers and drykllns and 
the lumbering la done under the 
direction of an experienced fores- 
ter, so that 110 waste Is' permitted. 
Kviii limbs ol trees are used for 
mine ties. The best jioplar limber 
is being Hlorvd tor sale after the 
railroad, the Sand; Valley *i KIk- 
horn, 28 mii^s long and running 
from Jenkins down to Shelby, Ky , 
on the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail- 
way, I* completed. 

The town now has a bank, one 
having been established several 
weeks ago under a national chart- 
er. It Is known aa the Jenklna 
National 6ank, and waa a necessi- 
ty, as the nearest bank waa 2S 
miles away. The new Institution Is 
said to be of great value to the

reatlon and amusement for the 
men. There are already about 1000 
eniployes In and arouud Jenkins, 
but il is stilted that good order Iiaa 
been malntalin d , their conduct be- 
ing above reiiroadi. 

To provide drinking water sueccs* 
has been had with wells, about 50 
being drilled, all giving good water 
the lower end ot Elkhorn Cradc 
has been cleared for a reservoir to 
contain 70,000,000 gallons of water, 
or a supply sufficient tor the en- 
tire plant for 200 days.

Another dsm is al- 
so belna erei ted for a reservoir a- 
cross Goiiilwater llriiiiili, iinmedlato- 
ly buck of Camp Crawford, it will 
contain 1,200,000 gallons of wunjr, 
which will be used for driiikloK 
and cooking purposes. 

On the railroad the grading and 
excavating Is about 8& per caat. 
completed, nnd the bridge mcaoBTT 
-a proportionately advanced, it la 
consequently expected that tha 
'Ine' will be iiiiislied as rapidly- u 
the bridge l aii be erected. 

As for the mining develoimient. it 
has been proceeding for four mouth* 
On main Elkhorn Creek eight mlow 
are located, which are expected tB 
have an output of 12,000 to 15,M0 
tons per day, and the working ar* 
iirojected. The coal has been fao- 
ed for the openings and the beadtnc 
started on sevon of the mines. 0» 
Wright's Fork several mine* wUI 
also be opened with a capacity »- 
ml tlie same us the others. Their 
will be leaiheil by tho Louisvilio * 
Nashville Itallroad extension now 
building. Orading tho mine oiKin- 
lugs and starting the headings wlU 
begin witbin a abort time.

It was swted last ntghl that Dr.

The tragedy baa stirred the ton n 
ot Logan as few Incldenu happe i- 
Ing there have ever done Dr. M.- 
Donald is one of the most proiuln<"> 
men In i.ugun conniy, being a lead- 
ing physician and one of the big 
men ill Logan countv politics. iiU 
udveiiture with Misa Cook dales 
back over a period of several years 
aud Involves some unpleasant btis 
of family history. It is aald that 
foUowing a sensational eplsode.Mlas 
Cook waa sent to acbool and given 
a bualnesa education, and that, at 
the time ot the attempted killing of 
Dr. McDonald ahe was employed a« 
a alenugrapber lu the law office of 
Senator K. T. England. 

As far aa can be diacovered 
there were .no eye »ltuesi>ea to the 
tragedy, tlioiigli many P'Tsons In 
the lower part of the building aud 
on the streets nearby beard the 
ahoU tired, and . later aaw 
Mlaa Cook come down the atairs and 
go away. Three shoU were tired. Dr 
McDonild was In his office, and ac- 
cording to the accepted theory of 
the affair. Miss Cook entered the 
hallway ouuide ot hla office and 
rired through a glass door which wa 
closed. The first shot. It is pr - 
suiuud. broke the glass, giving the 
girl fair sight. The b. < ,,.id cr 
third shot struck the mark. and 
the other miaaed aud was Imbedded 
In the wall. 

After the shQoUnf Hlta Cook 
went to the Alderson butlding.where 
aha waa arrested by Detective B^rt 
Bush, a Baldwin man located at Lo- 
gan. It is said she went to Jail 
singing and careless of the terrible 
crime charged against her. 

Miss Cook, who Is 2.'., la de- 
scribed as being a comely young 
woman ot mora than ordinary Intelli 
gence. She Is the dauitlm r of C. 
J. Cook, u very prominent fnrmer.ot 
Huff Creek, in the southern part 
of Wyoming .ounty, and is related 
to many of the best people In Wy- 
oming and Logan counties. The af- 
fair is regarded aa UuiK tbe out- 
come ot an unfortunate relatio i- 
shlp, and Is greatly regretted by 
the friends of both parties.
